WASHINGTON, June 1. — The 
right. of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue to grant or deny 
denaturing permits in his disere- 
tion, under the Volstead act, was 
upheld today by the Supreme 
Court.

Sidener early adopted the device 
of issuing statements on all mat- 
ters on which an announcement or 
an explanation ftom him seemed in 
order. He became a prolific put- 
ter-forth of statements, some of 
them declaring his intention as to 
the handling of criminal cases, and 
some explaining why results had 
not been all that he had hoped. 


The explanations were usually 
plausible. Many things may -hap- 
pen to keep the State from win- 
ning a criminal case, and most of 
them appeared to happen in one or 
another of the cases which Sidener 
and his staff prosecuted. (Criticism 
was met, though not altogether 
stopped, by the  frank-sounding 
public confidences of the prose- 
cutor.

Twice Under Inquiry. 

In Sidener’s first term in office 
two grand juries took up investiga- 
tions of his official conduct. A third 
such inquiry was begun in his ¥ec- 
ond term. 

The first of these inquiries was 
in March, 1924, when the Globe- 
Democrat printed articles charging 
irregularities in certain cases. The 
zrand jury. without guidance of a 
special prosecutor, looked into the 
cames cited and decided that there 
was no occasion for criticism. 

A more thorough inquiry, under 
the direction of special counsel, 
was made by the next grand jury, 
in April and May, 1924. Thomas

Minority Bondholders Is Denied 


Right to Delay Completion of 
Reorganization Plan. 
By the Associated Press. ' 

DENVER, Colo., June 1—Minority 
bondholders of’a corporation have 
no right to delay the completion 
of a reorganization plan at the ex- 
pense of the majority interest, sole- 
ly in an effort to obtain more fa- 
vorable terms, the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Bighth Circuit has decreed. The 
ruling was made in denying the 
appeal of Harold Palmer of New 
York, a dissenting bondholder, to 
intervene in the reorganization of 
the Denver & Rio Grande Western 
Railroad Co. 

The opinion, upholding the deci- 
sion of the United States District 
Cpurt for Colorado, which handled 
the road’s receivership, has just 
been made available. Mr. Palmer,

DEMOPOLIS, Ala., June 1.— 


Gold, estimated at many thousand 
dollars ‘has been found on the 
Whitfield farm near here. The 
caché believed to have been hidden 
from Union armies during the Civil 
War by ©.

Prof. Ignatz Moscicki is the new 
president of Poland. He was elect- 
ed by the National Assembly today 
to succeed President Wojciechow- 
ski, who resigned following the 
military coup led by Marshal Pil- 
sudski. 

The election came on the second 
ballot today. Frof. Moscicki re- 
ceived 281 votes against 200 fer 
Count B?inski, candidate of the 


Right Parties, and one for M. Ma- 
rek, Socialist. Sixty-three ballots 
were blank. Seven parliamentarians 
were absent, which meant that 774 
votes were necessary for election. 
Deduction of the 63 blank votes 
from the total of 645, however, 
meant the lowering of the major- 
ity necessary to elect. Most of the 
blanks were cast by the Piast (Peas- 
ant), National Workers, Slay and 
White Russian parties. These par- 
ties, therefore, indirectly helped to 
elect Prof. Moscicki, or at l to 
increase his constitutional major-

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THE PESKY BED BUG 
HAS A BIOGRAPHER 


Eats Only Once in Ten Days, 
Author Says; Once Be- 
lieved Snake-Bite Remedy.

WASHINGTON, June l.--A 
booklet long awaited by the read- 
ing. public of.,America is just off 
the presses,“and will be received 
with the keenest interest. The au- 
hor is C. L. Marlatt, entomologist 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
and the title of the work is “The 
Bedbug.” Neither a crook story 
nor a romance, it is, as the name 
implies, a biographical study 
that poignant insect. 

Dr. 
subject, if not sympathetic, at 
least betrays a deep and sufficient 
knowledge of the bedbug, and a 
thorough understanding of its 
problems. While he does not con- 
dane its actions, he does explain its 
motives. For instance, says he, the 
craft, greed and deceitfulness of 
the bedbug are directly traceable to 
its Jong and close association with 
man, 
tration of the power of example. 

The origin of the bedbug ts lost in 
antiquity, and it is too bad the 
bedbug was not lost with it. The 
Romans, including Pliny, supposed 
it to have medicinal properties, and 
it was recommended as a specific 
for snake bite. A sturdy Roman 
bedbug could give the noblest Ro- 
man of them all something to think 
about, regardless of what else had 
bitten him just previously. Your 
correspondent is happy to report 
that a far more pleasant cure for 
snake bite has since been discov- 
ered, and is generally available, de- 
spite the Volstead, act.

He bases’ this assertion 
on the theory that the bedbug’s un- 
mistakable bouquet is of great as- 
sistance in locating it. So is a 
skunk’'s, but no great scientist has 
yet had the hardihood to describe 
it'as ‘‘very fortunate,” 

Plunging into the bedbug’s 
psychology and emotional re- 
fixes, the author continues: 

‘The bedbug is normally noctur- 
nal in habits, and displays a cer- 
tain degree of wariness and cau- 
tion in its efforts at concealment

intending neighbors. Some advise 
heavy woolens that seem to me to 
be too hot: others advise practi- 


me to be too chilly.” 

The question: of clothing for 
babies has beén studied more espe- 
cially by the maternity and child 
welfare centers until it has been 
reduced to fairly scientific terms. 
Dr. S. T. Biggs, representing these 
organizations, sayg that the es- 
sentials of baby’s clothing are t 
it should be warm. light, loose and | 
not irritating to the skin. 
materials for it are wool and 
flannel, because they are warm and 


keep in the heat. They are also \from 


elastic and absorbent, and do not 
retain moisture. 

The best material next the skin 
is wool or silk, because neither of | 
these cause irritation. Flannelette | 
and cotton are both unsuitable: | 
neither of them retain the heat like | 
wool and flannelette is highly in- | 
flammable. Cotton ‘s heavier than | 
wool but it is not porous and it) 
becomes dam>p. 

All clothing should be loose to 


| allow free movement of the chest, 
| abdomen, arms and liegs. 


All parts of the Dody. including 
legs, feet, arms and neck, 
should be covered. 

A baBy has more skin in propor- 
tion to its size than an adult and 
is more sensitive to cold and heat. 
It is therefore more liable to take 
chill. i 

If, however, it is overclothed it. 
becomes still more sensitive. 

When clothing is changed the 
new garment should be of the same 
material and the same pattern as 
the old, so that the child has not 
suddenly to adapt itself to differ- 
ent conditions. 

The arms, legs and feet should 
be well covered and clothed before | 
a baby is taken from a warm room 
into the open air

To obstruct the breathing puts 
strain on the heart, interferes 
with the action of the stomach 
and the other organs in the abdo- 
men, and may retard or arrest the 
development of the baby. 

Overciothing is a most common 
fault. No more clothing should be 
put on than will keep the body at 
a normal temperature. The more 
the skin is exposed to air and sun- 
ight in suitable weather the bet- 
ter. 

Associated with the question of 
clothing is that of light. fresh air 
and sunshine, which help growth 
and prevent disease. A dark room 
is unhealthy. as disease germs will 


grow better in the dark than in the 


Windows should be free 
curtains and blinds, but 
should have rolling shades of blue 
or green to regulate the light, the 
giare of which may be ruinous to 
the baby’s eyes and invariably 
causes fretfulness. 

The walls of all rooms should be 
Ppapered or painted in light color, 
not necessarily white, which is ex- 
hausting. 

Rooms are ventilated by opening 
the windows top and bottom, 
keeping the door and fireplace 
open every day. and the top ofthe 
window two inches open at night. 

A fire in the grata ventilates by 
drawing the air up the chimney 
and in through the open windows 
and door. Cold air is ‘good for a 
baby if it is sufficiently clothed 
and warm, but the baby should not 
be left_in a draft. A hot, stuffy 
room, however, will tower its re- 
sistance to cold and other, infec- 
tions.
